CHILD DIED JUST 
TWO HOURS AFTER

All mothers and fathers shared in 
some measure the grief that over- 
came.Davtd and Alice Flscus when 
the body of their tow-head three- 
year old was found lying In water, 
wedged 
about 
100 feet down 
In 
the 14-tnch pipe.. 
The announcement of death, by 
drowning at 5:58 (P8 T) last night 
brought to a tragic end the tireless 
digging of weary rescuers and the 
anxious 
waiting 
of 
sympathisers 
everywhere. 
Since little Kathy stumbled into 
the weed-covered well opening Fri­ 
day afternoon, accounts of the at­ 
tempt to reach her had stirred th? 
nation, and the rest of the world, 
as few stories have In years. 
Though nothing had « been heard 
from the child since about an hour 
after she plunged Into the aban­ 
doned old casing, hope and prayer 
filled most human hearts. How else 
account for a crowd of more than 
15.000 which watched final rescue 
efforts? 
Took 52 Hours 
Those efforts took, In all, 52 hours; 
but It would have been the same 
if she could have been reached in 
two hours. 
Dr. Robert McCullock, family phy 
sic tan. said Kathy had teen dead 
"since last heard from Friday aft 
ernoon.” Then her terrified screams 
drifted faintly up to her mother, 
efforts to have her 
grab 
a 
rope 
failed, and all was silent. There 
was still water in the old well after 
45 years.

The body was finally found on a 
warm Palm Sunday as O. A. Kelly 
cut through the tough old 
casing 
from the bottom of a rescue shaft 
sunk parallel to the well.

to come down the 100-foot 
» haft 
and see what he thought. 
Dr. Me* 
Oullock said Kathy had not lived 
long after her last screams.. 
There was sadness in the sweat- 
and dirt-streaked faces of the SO 
or more volunteer workers as Bill 
Yancey, one of the heroic diggers, 
came up the cable with the body 
wrapped in a gray blanket. A black 
hearse was waiting 
It spelled ‘‘finis’* to the two- 
day and two-night vigil for tha 
distraught parents, 
who

ceived hundreds of telegrams from 
well wishers, many offering -sugges­ 
tions how to rescue the child 
The

But their grief was deep inside. 
"There is nothing we can say but 
merely think ail the people who have 
been helpful." said the mother and 
father Flscus is San Marino blanch 
manager for the company which 
sank the well, Only last week lie 
had urged enactment of a state law 
cap up all old wells.

House Appropriations Unit 
Approves Bill After 
Huge Slashes *

Can Be Applied 


In House Plans 


The artistic atmosphere of yow 
home is, as in ail forms of art, a 
matter 
of 
personal 
taste. 
But 
whether you are of the modern 
school or favor the more mellow 
tradition of a period, certain ele­ 
mentary rules of composing or ar­ 
ranging ob jects can apply to any 
style. 
I like to think of a room as a 
picture with the same b alance, har­ 
mony of color and composition that 
a good painting would have. 
A 
room, of course, differs from the 
flat plane of a picture in that it 
has three dimensions 
As we walk 
into It, ob jects shift their relation­ 
ship to'each other in our view, and 
each step presents a new picture. 
Since first impressions are import­ 
ant, the view of your living room 
from its entrance way should offer 
a pleasing welcome to a 
visitor. 
Prom this point compose the pic­ 
ture, All good pictures have a cen­ 
ter of interest 
A fireplace, for in­ 
stance, or an interesting arrange­ 
ment of b ookshelves are first-rate 
eye-catchers. 
When composing groups of ob ­ 
ject* rememb er that three can b e 
more Interesting than two; or five 
more interesting than four. 
Ob ­ 
ject* placed on a shelf in a row 
should not resemb le a picket fence 
—vary the spacing and height to 
aroid monotony A simple, safe rule 
for placement is to keep off dead 
center, or at a point more than half 
way.

Should Include 


Phone Outlets 


Two of the most prudent precau­ 
tions to take in b uilding a new 
home today are the installation of 
adequate electric outlets for the con­ 
stantly growing in numb er of house­ 
hold appliances and the installa­ 
tion of telephone raceways. 
After a modern Insulated house is 
completed it b ecomes difficult and 
expensive to change its wiring sys­ 
tem. 
Plug in Any place 
Telephone raceways are pre-in­ 
stalled connections that facilitate 
future instrument installation 
at 
almost any point in a house. 
With monthly charges for exten­ 
sion telephone b ells and extension 
yphone* now on a reasonab le b asis, 
it is wise for a home owner to pro­ 
vide for changes of mind in the fu­ 
ture. 
Also the advantage of plug-in 
telephones are something worth con­ 
sidering. especially in 
two-story 
homes. With a plug-in system an 
instrument can ha moved from one 
room to another and b ack again at 
will. 
Built-in raceways simplify auvil- 
iary telephone installations and el­ 
iminate damage to walls ami deco­ 
ration. 
Strip Is New Method 
A sub stitute for b uilt-in raceways 
has b een developed in a raceway 
b aseb oard. This consists of two ex­ 
truded aluminum interlocking ele­ 
ments. The lower one is screwed 
to the floor and the upper is a re­ 
movab le plate—the two concealing 
all wiring in a fire-safe panel. 
Another handy Invention to an 
electric outlet strop. In the place 
of ordinary b ase outlets, this atrip 
permits plugging in household ap­ 
pliances at any point around the 
room.

SPEEDS SERVICE - IS WSl-llSHIED 


The new Lincoln êïupsr M arket at 
667 Newgarden st. is housed in a 
b uilding 40 feet wide b y 79 feet deep 
which contains the modern m erch­ 
andising thème of simplicity of de­ 
sign and features good lighting. 
It was b uilt with 8xl6-!nch con­ 
crete b locks and has b een covered 
with a new waterproofing powder 
that is applied on unfinished sur­ 
faces. 
Two large front windows face the 
street and 11 steel-frame windows 
in the sides and rear of the b uilding 
allow large amounts of daylight to 
enter. 
Three rows of fluorescent lights 
have b een placed at the ceiling. 
They are arranged so that there 
ean b e almost no shadows anyplace 
in the shopping area. 


The two outsiaed heating 
fan 
units use natural gas to heat and 
control the temperature of the room 
Tire ceiling is covered with plas­ 
ter in a swirl pattern and dis­ 
plays a natural white finish. The 
thick floor Is finished with cement 
and contains tub es encasing utility 
lines. 
A large parking lot is situated on 
the west of the b uilding and an 
off-the-street loading area is in 
front of the structure. Tire market 
is a semi-self-serving unit. 
Omar Rinehart, who heads the 
company operating the market, said 
the partially completed b uilding was 
secured from Elwood Letskus and 
the total cost of the completed 
b uilding and parking areas is in 
the $ 25.000 b racket.

In the Bedrooms 


If you are planning to b uild, b e 
sure to consider carefully the lay­ 
out and the flooring of yotir b ed­ 
rooms. That’s the advice of home 
management expert*, who say that 
often b edrooms are designed with 
too little attention to proper venti­ 
lation, or to other feature* which 
add comfort and convenience. 
The experts suggest that a b ed­ 
room have at least one window on 
each of two 
waHs. This arrange­ 
ment permits adequate ventilation 
even when the door is closed. On 
the other hand, too many windows 
are undesirab le since they usually 
make it impossib le to place the 
b ed against a solid wall space. 
For ease in making 
the b ed, a 
minimum of 16 inches 
of

space should b e allowed cm either 
side and at least two feet b etween 
the foot of the b ed and thf wall.

The floor should b e of a durab le 
type that will contrib ute to the at­ 
tractiveness of the room, b e easy 
to keep clean and b e comfortab le 
to walk on, even in cold weather. 
A material which moat experts 
and home owners consider ideal Is 
hardwood, sudh as oak. Completely 
exposed, or partially covered, a floor 
of gleaming oak b lends well with 
any decorative plan, adding charm j 
to the room.
